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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's cancellation of claims 1-83 are acknowledged and have been entered. 

Drawings 

2. Color photographs and color drawings are acceptable only for examination 
purposes unless a petition filed under 37 CFR 1.84(a)(2) is granted permitting their use as 
acceptable drawings. In the event that applicant wishes to use the drawings currently on 
file as acceptable drawings, a petition must be filed for acceptance of the color 
photographs or color drawings as acceptable drawings. Any such petition must be 
accompanied by the appropriate fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(h), three sets of color 
drawings or color photographs, as appropriate, and an amendment to the first paragraph 
of the brief description of the drawings section of the specification which states: 

The patent or application file contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of this patent or 
patent application publication with color drawing(s) will be provided by the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office upon request and payment of the necessary fee. 

3. Color photographs will be accepted if the conditions for accepting color drawings 
have been satisfied. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claim 90 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was 
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not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession 
of the claimed invention. Applicant recites the added limitation that the sample is a 
membrane filter. This limitation however, was not found in the specification. 



6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 



7. Claims 84-91 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Anderson et al [US 6, 168,948]. Anderson et al teaches a system used for processing a 
sample (oligonucleotide probe array, fig. 49), comprising a reaction chamber (figs. 1-7), 
an ultrasound transducer (fig. 46), a central processing unit (column 5, lines 33-48), one 
or more sensors (column 12, lines 30-35), means for heating or cooling the reaction 
chamber (column 5, lines 51-63), a distributor (a fluid distribution device, fig. 43), a 
pump (fig. 5), and a means for sampling reaction fluid (fig. 51).
